It is on the opposite 
side of the Silver Lake from nearly 
everything else in Wilmington, 

As the firefighters approached 
Silver Lake, they could see flames 
shooting into the air above the house. 

Arriving on the scene, they were 
informe ‘that all 10 occupants of the 
house had safely escaped. The 
Fourniers have six children. Mr. 
Fournier's brother and brother-in-law 
were also staying in the house.

Tighe gets go-ahead from Concom 


A controversial case before the 
Wilmington Conservation Com- 
mission has been moved forward with 
the aid of an outside consultant. 

‘The question of whether builder Jay 
Tighe would be allowed to build four 
homes on land off Federal Street had 
been before the Conservation Com- 
mission more than once. They had 
ruled against Tighe, and the state had 
overruled, granting Tighe permission 
to build the homes. 


Access to the land, though, was 
another problem. The state had not 
ruled on the driveway that was 
proposed for the four homes. While 
the homes were to be built on land 
that was high and dry, the driveway 
crossed a wetland area, requiring fill. 

On Thursday evening, the Con- 
servation Commission held a con- 
tinued wetlands hearing. Among the 
people persent were residents of 
Federal Street who live immediately 
in front of the land where Tighe wants

Railroad has 
been upgraded 


Recent months have seen a 
rejuvenrtion of the railroad in 
Wilmington. 

Wilmington is served by two lines of 
the Boston and Maine Railroad. The 
Lowell Division runs roughly parallel 
to Main Street, with a station at 
Wilmington Center. 

The Portland Division runs roughly 
parallel to Route 93, with a station at 
North Wilmington, ‘Much of this line 
had been all but abandoned for the 
past 20 years, © Where express 
locomotives had steamed through at 
70 m.p.h., small pine trees were 
growing in the tracke; disturbed only 
by two section freight trains a week 

The Lowell Division, meanwhile, 
still_hagf all-day passenger service 
between Lowell and Boston. No 
maintenance had been performed on 
the tracks for several years, and the 
trains would lean from one side to the 
other as they slowly made their way 
in and out of Boston. 

A new awareness of mass transit 
has evolved since the price of gasoline 
began to climb, and the MBTA is 
expanding. While Wilmington has not 
been the focus of the programs of the 
MBTA, it is on the sidelines of what 1s 
happening. 

The Red Line extension in Cam 
bridge, Somerville and Arlington has 
resulted in the disruption of the 
Concord Division of the Boston and 
Maine. The railroad has been using 
that division to provide “high and 
wide” access to Boston from the west, 
and in particular, to theG.E. plant in 
Lynn. The railroad contract with 
GE. requires that oversize loads be 
accessible to the Lynn plant. 

With the Red Line work disturbing 
that access, the railroad had to shift 
the freight route to another division, 
and the Lowell Division was chosen. 
The first such freight was scheduled

to run on the Lowell Division on 
February 12 

To prepare the tracks for the freight 
trains, it was necessary to rebuild the 
entire line, increasing bridge 
clearances. In many cases, old 
bridges were rebuilt, with higher 
approaches. In other cases, such as 
at the Burlington Avenue bridge in 
Wilmington Center, road con- 
figurations did not allow for a higher 
bridge, so the tracks were lowered. 
That work was performed during 
1979, 

‘The Portland Division also received 
some attention in 1979, but it was 
under a different program, and the 
work done was very different than 
that done on the Lowell Division. On 
the latter, the entire line was rebuilt 
by a contractor, who even installed 
new ballast. On the Portland 
Division, the railroad crews cut 
brush, replaced some ties, and per- 
formed other tasks. 

The arrangement under which the 
Portland Division was reopened was © 
an agreement between the MBTA and 
the Merrimack Valley Transit 
Authority. Under the agreement, the 
MBTA runs five trains each way ‘tach 
day between Boston and Haverhill. 
Three of the five stop in North 
Wilmington. 

The increased traffic on the Por- 
tland Division has necessitated the 
rebuilding of the signal system, which 
had been removed 20 years ago. A 
new line of poles was installed, and 
wires have been strung, 

The last pole in the line was in- 
stalled on Monday, at the North 
Wilmington Depot, After .some 
controversy, the pole was located 
near the gate cluster, to allow for 
snow plowing. The signal system is 
not yet complete, though.

Wildcat Productions is a company

Five sites possible for. housing 


‘The Wilmington Housing Authority 
{ \has received the final arguments as to 

/ why it should choose to site housing on 
each of five sites in Wilmington. The 
housing ls proposed to be both for 
seniors, and family housing, on the 
five sites, the seniors and the family 
housing being in separate but nearby 
localities. 

Four of the sites are located near 
the present sewer construction in 
Wilmington, and are keyed into that 
as afactor. The fifth site, off Aldrich 
Road and Boutwell Street, would 
peesmmatly have on-site sewer

facilities, 

‘Two of the sites are in the easterly. 
part of Wilmington. They can be 
described, perhaps in a general 
manner, as being behind Lucci’s 
shopping center. One of these is for 
elderly housing only. 

Both of these sites would be con- 
nected with the sewer system on 
Woburn Street, according to the 
proposals. 

The fourth site can be described as 
being northerly of the Wilmington 
Plaza, or more accurately, between 
the Fred Cain bridge and Glen Road. 


It is proposed to connect this project 
to the sewer-system-now in 
the Silver Lake area. : 

The fifth site can be described as 
between Burlington Avenue and the 
West Intermediate School. There is a 
54 acre site which has had too many 
difficulties in the past to be used for 
private‘iousing, or for a school site.

Deming Way project, and picking up 
from the sewerage system of that 
Place. It would also include homes 
along Cedar Street, but at an ad- 
ditional cost to those home owners. 

The housing authority, Monday 
night listened to the proponents of the 
Millbrook Common, as it is being 
called (Roberts Estate), when the 
sewer to the Sweetheart Plastics area 
was being proposed. The cost, the 
housing authority was told, of the 
sewer would be in the Vicinity of 
$125,000. 

The Wilmington Housing Authority 
now has 30 days to consider all five 
Proposals, and to make its recom- 
mendation to the federal authorities, 
in Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD). 

The proposals are for 80 units of 
elderly housing, in each instance, and 
in four of the five there is to be an 
additional 25 units of low to moderate 
income housing. 

Members of the housing authority 
have said that there will be a 
significant amount of business for 
Wilmington, when the project is 
awarded. Fifteeh percent, at least, of 
the total project cost, is required to be 
spent in Wilmington for materials, 
supplies and services, as well as the 
creation of new jobs.

The Patten Library has a new 
volume of some interest, entitled 
Cotton was King. According to the 
title, it is a history of Lowell, 
Massachustts. It is more than that. It 
is one of the best volumes the writer 
has ever seen, in telling the story of a 
particular community. 

The editor was Arthur L. Eno, Jr., 
attorney and former president of the 
Lowell Historical Society. Each of the 
chapters has its own author, one of 
whom was Joseph W. Lipchitz, well 
known in Tewksbury, and a former 
member of the Tewksbury School 


Committee. 

The book is written with an almost 
novel technique, exploring causes and 
effects, rather than just to relate local 
lore and genealogy. The Lowell 
Experiment of the mid-nineteenth 
century was explored in depth. Of 
interest, possibly for another reason, 
is the history of the Town Meetings of 
Tewksbury which were overwhelmed 
in numbers from the Belvidere 
district, when those people wanted to 
become a part of Lowell.

Site sought for solar electric house 


As part of the national program to 
develop renewable energy resources, 
the U.S. Department of Energy is 
sponsoring the construction of the 
nation's first private solar electric 
house, Thé house will be constructed 
in one of 19 towns around Hanscom 
Field, where spohisticated data 
collecting equipment will monitor its 
operation for five years. Among the 
locations to be considered are sites in 
the town of Wilmington 

‘The photovoltaic system in this 
house will convert the sun's energy 
directly into electricity, This, in turn, 
will be converted into alternating 
current that can be used exactly like 
the power supplied by electric 
utilities. 

Salar Design Associates of Canton, 
an architectural and engineering firm 
specializing in solar energy, is 


seeking a developer or individual 
owner-builder who would like to join 
in the submission of a proposal to 
build this unique structure. If the 
government awards the firm and its 
client the contract, the owner will 
enjoy low energy bills while the 
government maintains the solar 
electric system for five years. The 
owner can live in the hours or rent it, 
as long as the tenants agree to allow 
access for data monitoring. At the 
end of the five-year monitoring period 
the owner can keep the system, which 
has an estimated value of about 
$100,000. 

‘The house will be designed to take 
maximum advantage of passive solar 
energy and incorporate energy 
conservation features. Its south roof 
will be built to accommodate the solar 
eletric system. Persons interested 


in the project should own an approved 
homesite, be willing to pay for the 
land and’ the cost of the design and 
construction of the house; and should 
be planning to build a passive solar 
house. this spring 

While electricity generated directly 
frdm the sun is not yet an economic 
reality, Department of Energy 
studies predict an enormous potential 
for this resource in the coming 
decade. The engineers at Solar 
Design Associates Are already ex- 
perienced in this fidd. Solar Design 
recently completed a solar electric 
system for a high rise building in 
Quincy and is currently designing a 
solar electric home for a doctor and 
his wife on the South Shore.

Daily absenteeism reached as high 
as 2 percent in a few of the 
Tewksbury schools last week as a 
result of the flu epidemic that’s 
sweeping across the country, School 
Supt. John Wynn said Tuesday. 

He added that this week things are a 
little better, although more students 
than usual are out of school. 

Last Friday, 25 percent of both the 
junior bigh and high school students 
were absent. By Monday, the absence 
rate had slipped to 20 percent at the 
junior high school and 16% percent at 
the high school. The normal absence 
rate is about 10 percent.

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Reading Light 
wins appeal case 


Early in 1979 Boston Edison was 
ordered by the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission (FERC) to 
return $1,000,000 to the Reading 
Municipal Light Department. 

The return was the result of an 
appeal made by the Reading 
Municipal Light Board through its 
legal counsel to protest the rate in- 
crease filings requested by Boston 
Edison. The FERC ruled in favor of 
the Reading Light. 

“Bostori Edison immediately ap- 
pealed the overcharge re-payment,”’ 
said John H. Crooker, Light Board 
Chairman, speaking for the board, 
“and the Light Department was 
forced to leave the money in escrow 
for fear the decision would be over- 
turned by the courts.” 

The Appeals Court ruled against 
Boston Edison, and the monies were 
approved for’ distribution by the 
Reading Light to its customers in 
Reading, Wilmington, North Reading 
and Lynnfield. 

This $1,000,000 return comes at a 
very crucial time,” said Mr. Crooker. 
“If you look at surrounding com- 
munities, you will find that their fuel 
charges are going out of sight. Ours, 
for example, are 3.4 cents. per 
kilowatt hour (KWH). That's ap- 
proximately $19.55 per month to the 
average KWH customer who uses 575 
KWH per month. The board is at- 
tempting to put a ‘cap’ on these fuel 
charges 

“We purchase power from Boston 
Edison, who generates a large per- 
centage of their electric power from 
nuclear plants. Your Reading Light 
also purchases power directly from 
these nuclear plants, as well as fossil 
fuel plants, which use oil and gas- 
fired facilities. All of this power is 
then transmitted through Boston 
Edison transmission lines to us. 

“When a nuclear plant is down, 
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Steve Lawrenson 


such as Pilgrim I (for some 14 
weeks), the 5,000 Kilowatts (KW) 


which we purchase directly from © 


Pilgrim, as well as the power pur- 
chased from this facility through 
Boston Edison to satisfy our 
demands, must be offset by other 
generating sources. 

“The cost of oil-fired electric 
generation is projected at 10 times 
that of a nuclear facility, and with the 
cost of oil escalating the costs will be 
higher every day. 

“Because..of this one plant being 
down, the customers of Reading Light 
will, in March, have their fuel charges 
increased from 3.4 cents to 4.07 cents, 
or approximately $3.83 over the 
previous $19.55, or a total of $23.38 per 
month for each average user for the 
length of the down time of the nuclear 
plant. 

“Because we are attempting to 
place a cap on these fuel charges the 
$1,000,000 plus interest accrued will be 
used to offset future fuel charge in- 
creases, hopefully, at least through 
June.” 

According to Allan E. Ames, 
secretary of the board, “the 
Municipal Light Department con- 
tinues to seek efficient, low cost 
electric generating sources. Our 
direct contracts with nuclear, gas and 
oil-fired generating facilities has been 
augmented by our ability to purchase 
power from many sources resulting in 
long range savings which are 
projected to be in the millions of 
dollars." 

Francis H, Doughty, another 
member of the board commented, 
“we will continue to explore a variety 
of power purchases which will help 
Reading Light keep pace with the 
local demand, while at the same time 
holding the costs down to the benefit 
of everyone, residential and com- 
mercial. 
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The Rev. Christian to be
